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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment indicates that claim 69 was canceled and then lists claim 69 as "(previously 
presented)". It is believed that it was applicant's intent to leave claim 69 are presented and not to cancel the claim, but the ambiguity mus 
be corrected. With respect to the amendments to claims 72 and 73, the applicant is advised that the term language "butted" in the art is 
recognized as bringing the surfaces intoi contact with each other. While the description of Figure 44 uses the term "butted", it is in the 
context of the imaginary plane "SECTION E" which extends through "PORTION C". It is agreed that the end portions of the film do abut 
the imaginary plane established by section E of Figure 44 and that applciant has a right to claim the same, however applciant does not 
have a right to claim that the end portions of the film are butted in the 13th embodiment as the end portions are in fact never abutted but 
rather they abutt a common plane. Applciant's proposed language does nto cure the problems associated with the language under 112 
1st and 2nd paragraph. It is not possible for the ends of the film to be butted when the film is wound around the core more than one 
convolution. Additionally, while applciant may take the position that he/she can be his/her own lexicographer, one cannot give meanings t 
terms which are repugnant to the art (in this case, butting means that the edges of the end portions come in contact with each other and 
cannot be understood to mean anything else as any other interpertation would be repugnant to the art). .
